‘military service. 

‘ The only issue disputed in less 
than two hours of House debate 
was an “unemployability” test for 
65-year-old veterans which the 
chamber struck out by a 172 to 57 
vote at the urging of Chairman 
John E. Rankin, Democrat, Missis- 
sippi, of the Veterans Committee. 

At present, pensions ar denied 
veterans able to work at least half- 
time. The bill would waive that 
test for 65-year-old men, but it still 
would be a test of eligibility for 
men in the lower age groups.

Drugged Drivers Endanger Lives 


In today’s Pulse of the Public there 
appears a letter from a South Georgia 


druggist concerning a highway menace 


which we must, somehow, bring under 
control. The druggist did not request 
anonymity but we are withholding his 
name and address for obvious reasons. 


Almost every day, he says, a truck 
driver enters his store to ask for some- 
thing “to keep him awake.” From cop- 
versations with them he has learned many 
of them attempt to drive day and night 
with no time out for rest or sleep. 


The druggist obviously knows whereof 
he speaks when he declares that “any 
drug used to thwart nature’s demands is 
dangerous.” 


Drivers who use drugs to stay awake 
cannot be in full possession of all their 
faculties. Their reaction time is dan- 
gerously high. They are imperiling the 
lives of other motorists and pedestrians. 


- Moreover, they are demanding more of 


their body than their body can give and 
nature in the end will exact restitution: 

But the solution is not as simple as 
the druggist may think. For truck driv- 
ers, unlike railroad employees, more often 
than not own their own outfits and 
operate as their own boss. This applies 
even to a great many of those who drive 
trucks and trailers emblazoned with the 
names of national concerns. The drivers 
operate under contract and receive a 
share of the proceeds. 

‘A maximum-hour law for truck drivers 
then would be extremely difficult to en- 
force. The railroad 16-hour law, so-called, 
is easy of enforcement “because it is a 
simple matter for the authorities to check 
up at railroad headquarters. But who 
could check up on thousands of individual 
truckers who leave and return as fancy or 
necessity dictates? 

We agree that something should be 
done. Perhaps the sensible solution is to 
outlaw the sale of “stay-awake” tablets.

' The CIO's 
Herculean Task 


A short while ago the CIO Council in At- 

lanta, Ga., sent a wire to the head of the United 

Public Workers charging the local unit; long 

expelled by the Georgia CIO Council, was “party-lined” and was 
operating contrary to CIO policies. 


This reflected a national struggle tn which CIO’s national 
President, Philip Murray, is engaged in the Herculean task of pry- 
ing the Communists out of the unions where they have control— 
rarely a majority. r 


In Georgia a young man, product of the depression, recently 
turned from Communist leaders and went to the law for protec- 
tion. He said that Homer Chase, local Communist leader, told him 
that when he, Chase, was out of town to go to the head of the 
United Public Workers’ Union if he needed.any help. Another 
person named as a “friend” was a woman active in the Wallace 
campaign and in the now defunct Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare, which was widely regarded as a Communist front or- 


ganization. 
John L The Communists were brought into the CIO by John 
* L. Lewis, who hates Communists and Communism. He 
made the near-fatal error many others have made. He thought he 
could use the Communists and he did get help from them in his 
smashing fight to establish CIO. Once in, all the Commies, in 
whatever unions, dug in like a lot of blood-sucking ticks. They 
were patient; intelligent and diligent ticks. 


Here in Atlanta the United Public Workers set up a union 
of Negro schoolteachers. (The local AFL, with great lack of wis- 
dom, has failed to invite them into their union.) He picked up 
only a few. Most of them were rated by their associates as “trou- 
ble makers.” The Union made little progress. It was very active 
in the Wallace campaign. The local Communists were friendly to it. 


Ouste William Stafford was renounced by the CIO in Georgia 
officers, most of whom were openly associated with Communism, as 
the affidavit filed in Georgia seeking to put Communist Chase under 
a peace bond charged Stafford with being. He retained his office in 
the CIO building until after this court action was begun. A week 
after it was filed ihe surrendered the office and keys. 


Stafford was expelled by the Georgia CIO because its mem- 


| bers felt he had been detrimental to the causes of labor and had 


violated CIO principles. 


Murra The national officers of the United Public Workers 
 j who kept Stafford in office, and the Union itself, are 
among the targets selected by the national Executive Board for a 
house cleaning. 

The Executive Board of the CIO has recommended to the con- 
vention, which will meet in Cleveland in October, that it abolish 
the charter of the Farm Equipment Union, notoriously Commu- 
nisticyin its leadership and methods. It also formally voted to 
withdraw from the World Federation of Trade Unions, Moscow 
dominated; rebuked the Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers for its 
attack, by Communist leaders, against Phil Murray; gave the steel 
workers’ union jurisdiction over five locals at Bessemer, Ala., whose 
members formerly were under the Mine and Smelter Workers’ 
Union, and specified that those CIO officials who defy CIO policy 
should resign or be replaced by their unions. 

It is believed the plan further will be to take away much of the 
jurisdiction from the Farm Equipment Union, the United Office 
and Professional Workers, and the United Public Workers, by giving 
it to other internationals or new locals. 

The international convention is expected to inform all unions 
headed by party line followers they must adhere to CIO policy 
or get rid of the leaders. 


. : It is expected this will mean, depending 
New Organization on ‘oak: hamnuias between now na Octo- 
ber, especially in the Harry Bridges trial for perjury, the Com- 
mies will pull out of CIO and of the few AFL unions where they 
have found a foothold and form a third labor organization in oppo- 
sition to both CIO and AFL. 

In this connection it is well to note both CIO and the Fed- 
eration have joined together in opposition to the World Federation 
of Trade Unions, which is dominated by Communist unions in 
Europe. 

Formation of a Communist Labor organization would likely be 
the lever which would, in a short time, bring about a union of CIO 
and the AFL. 


A lot is going to happen. 


The Summer will see labor disorders wherever Communists can 
bring them off. But Murray is pretty sure to win a positive victory.

Savings as an Economic Cushion 


wASHINGTON—One of the most interesting factors in the current economic situation is the 


vast amount of private savings held by the people. | 
An intensive survey just made by the United States News & World 


slumps and possible depressions. 


It is also a reassuring factor against business 


Report, nationally known business publication, reveals that the liquid savings now owned by indi- 


viduals amounts to a staggering total and is still growing. 


The total is put at about $213,250,000,000, 


including cash in hand, bank deposits,, Government bonds and equity in savings and loan associations. 


These are described as the most liquid or 
easily accessible of the savings -funds which 
may be drawn upon at any time. There are 
savings in other forms, too. Additional billions 
are owned by the people that are classed as 
liquid, but which are not so easily converted 
into cash. For example, the cash value of pri- 
vate life insurance policies is-placed at more than 
$47,000,000,000. Also individuals have an equity 
in Government insurance and pension reserves 
that amounts to $54,000,000,000, most of which 
will be paid out only in case of death, un- 
employment or retirement. : 


In addition, still other billions saved by 
individuals are held in the form of invest- 
ments in homes, farms, factories and other 
types of property. Offsetting this latter class 
of savings somewhat is the amount of debt 
owed by individuals. But the significant 
thing about this is that the retirement of 
debt, plus the savings in other forms, adds 
up to an annual rate of some $21,000,000,- 
000-a year, based on figures for the first 
quarter of 1949, according to the magazine 
survey. That rate of savings is given as 
nearly eight times what it was in 1939. 


But to go back to the basic most liquid 
savings of $213,250,000,000 now held by the peo- 
ple. To understand what that means in terms 
of the national economy, this is about equal to 
the sum total of all personal incomes in a year, 
as it is presently running. It is some $36,000- 
000,000 more than the total of all personal spend- 


In 1939, the year before the outbreak of the 
war, liquid savings of individuals was slightly 
less than $50,000,000,000. By the end of the war 
the figure had risen to $151,000,000,000. Money 
is still going into savings at a fast pace, and 
people are starting to pay off installment debt 
faster than they are incurring such debt. 

The current rate of private savings is given 
as 10.7 percent of earnings. A year ago the rate 
was 7.6 percent. . Before the war it was less 
than five percent. 


»Some of our economists are complaining that 
too much money is going into savings, with 
people spending too little of their incomes. The 
danger in this, the economists say, is a drying 
up of demand with a consequent effect on pro- 
duction and employment. If people quit buying 
goods there will be less production and more 
workers thrown out of employment. What they 
are preaching against is too much thrift. Ob- 
viously if all of us were penny pinching in our 
ways, striving to save every nickel possible, the 
national economy would be greatly slowed down. 

But there is nothing. to indicate that the 
American people will develop this trait of thrifti- 
ness to an excessive degree. What is guiding 
them to a large extent, more likely, is the price 
situation. People are waiting for prices to come 
down to a more reasonable level. Having sup- 
plied their more urgent wants, they are bank- 
ing their money until more normal conditions 
are restored. 


It is well for the country that these quali- 
ties of restraint are being shown by the people.

The facts indicate that Hill, arrested after a fight with Sheriff 
George Hatcher, was taken from his jail cell, beaten and shot 
down in cold blood. Who did it? It’s doubtful we'll ever know. 
Georgia does not have a very good record for apprehending the 
murderers of Negro people. 


Ke S Is the sheriff to be blamed because his prisoner was 
y slain by lynchers? We do not know and it is not within 
our jurisdiction to find out, but it is strange that the keys to the 
jail should be left within easy reach of night prowlers who stepped 
in with the self-assurance of invited guests and marched Caleb Hill 
off to death there in the black night. 


Tom Carswell, a Toomsboro Negro who occupied another cell 
in the Wilkinson County jail, said the two murderers were white 
men but he did not know them. Even if he did, is it likely Tom 
Carswell, remembering the colored blood in his veins and realizing 
he spoke in the deep Southland, would speak out and say: Yes, 
I knew them. They were this man and that man? 


No, Tom Carswell likes to live just as Caleb Hill would have 
liked to have lived. Tom Carswell wants to breathe the fresh, clean 
fragrance of Georgia pine trees, their boughs untainted by the 
crime which took place near them. 

“You probably couldn’t identify the men if you saw them 
again, could you?” asked Coroner C. C. Thompson at the inquest,

An Open Hearing Needed? 


_WASHINGTON—Accumulating evidence reveals how arbitrarily American 
Military Government officials in Germany acted in firing two members of AMG’s 
decartelization staff who were ousted because of their criticism that the program 

- in eee to break up German cartels had not been carried out’in accordance with policy 

' 6 8: established by Presidents Roosevelt and Truman. 

Developments emphasize the need of an open hearing here in Washington, for an airing of these 
two cases will show to the public and to Congress just how high Military Government officials frus- 
trated our war aim to break up the military potential of Germany inherent in the great cartels 
and to curb the power of Nazi industrial leaders who worked with Adolf Hitler. 


The two men are Alexander Sacks, a mem- 
ber of the decartelization staff whose case first 
was disclosed here several weeks ago, and Charles 
H. Collison, deputy chief of the decartelization 
element, whose dismissal came to light recently. 
Mr. Collison practiced law in New York for 13 
years before he went to Germany, and Mr. Sacks 
formerly was with the New York office of the 
Justice Department’s antitrust division. 


Both were summoned as witnesses be- 
fore the special commission headed by Gar- 
land 8S. Ferguson, member of the Federal 
Trade Commission, which was sent to Ger- 
many last December by then Secretary of 
Army, Kenneth C. Royall, to investigate the 
cartel program. In its report a few weeks 
ago, the Ferguson Commission backed up the 
testimony of the two men that hich offi- 
8 had failed te carry out the directed 
policy. 


Mr. Sacks has suffered quite an on-again-off- 
@gain experience. First suspended last Febru- 
ary, he then was reinstated when his treatment 
was protested. Recently he again was summarily 
dismissed by order of Gen. Lucius )D. Clay just 
before the former U. S. Military Governor in 
Germany gave up his post to return home, 
though simultaneously here in Washington Act- 
ing Secretary of War Gordon Gray had written 
his counsel, Wendell Berge, former head of the 
Justice Department’s: antitrust division, that Mr. 
Sacks’ case was closed. 


His case now is the subject of a grievance 
hearing, as it is called, in Frankfurt. «Acting 
Sec. Gray has informed Mr. Berge that if Mr. 
Sacks not satisfied with his hearing there he 
can ask a hearing, de novo, before the Sec- 
retary of War here. It is assumed Mr. Collison 
will be given the same opportunity. 

More light is shed on Mr. Collison’s case in 
a letter he wrote, dated May 21, to John C. 
Stedman, chief of the legislative and clearance 


section of the Justice Department’s antitrust di- 
vision, who was on the staff of the Ferguson 
Commission. He said: 


“In January, 1949, shortly after your com- 
mittee had departed from Germany, Mr. Richard- 


-gon Bronson, chief of the U. S. decartelization 


element, demanded that I resign from my posi- 
tion as deputy chief of the decartelization ele- 
ment because after reading my testimony before 
your committee Mr. Bronson stated that I had 
been disloyal to him personally. I refused to 
resign. 


“On 17th May, 1949, Mr. Bronson again de- 
manded that I resign because of my testimony 
before your committee. I refused again and Mr. 
Bronson told me I was fired then and there be- 
cause of my testimony. I requested this state- 
ment in writing and Mr. Bronson promised to 
give it to me. ter the same day Mr. Bronson 
wrote me a letter but it merely stated that I 
had been declared surplus.” 


Mr. Collison said he was declared “sur 
plus” despite the fact that on May 6 Mr. 
Bronson had announced that the official pol- 
icy of the Military Government was that the 
decartelization personnel would not be cut 
but probably increased. The Ferguson com- 
so recommended strengthening of the 
staff. 


The ousted deputy urged that something be 
done to protect Government employees that are 
called to testify before investigating committees. 


“It would seem,” he wrote, “that if investi- 
gating committees are to get the benefit of honest 
comments from Government employees in the 
future something must be done to protect those 
Government employees from reprisals of the type 
now being used against me. Particularly should 
the employee be protected when his statements 
are statements of fact.” 


WASHINGTON POST: 


Would U. S.-Financed Campaigns Work? 


Congressional concern over the political associations of Louis Johnson before he became Secre- 
tary of Defense have led to revival of the suggestion that political campaigns be financed by the tax- 


payers. 


The present practice of allowing each political party to solicit funds from men who are 


likely to be applicants for governmental favors certainly creates some serious problems. Even when 
the individuals concerned act ‘with complete integrity and fairness, the fact that large contributions 
have been made arouses suspicions that cannot be easily dispelled. One must beware, however, of 


jumping out of the frying pan into the fire. 


In Mr. Johnson’s case the difficulty arises, 
of course, from naming to this key position in 
the Government’s defense program a man who 
was the chief money-raiser for the Democratic 
Party in the 1948 campaign. One of the large 
eontributors to that political war chest was his 
business associate, Floyd Odlum, Chairman of the 
Consolidated-Vultee Aircraft Corporation, which 
manufactures the B-36 bomber. 


Obviotsly it would be outrageous to as- 
sume, without facts, that political influence 
has been or will be used in behalf of the 
B-36. Yet the case does sharply illustrate 
the dilemmas in which public officials are 
likely to find themselves when, as party 
workers, they have accepted contributions 
from businessmen, labor organizations or 
other groups that are likely to seek favors 
from the Government. 


The easiest way of avoiding the dilemma is 
not to ask men who are likely to be called upon 
to take key Government jobs, such as Secretary 
of Defense, to manage party fund-raising cam- 
paigns. Scrupulous adherence to the highest 
ethics of public office would make fund-raising 
chieftains ineligible for positions in which it 
would be possible for them -to repay political 
favors with Government.contracts. If that high 
standard is not maintained by the President in 
making appointments, he must expect the activi- 
ties of his official family to be scrutinized with 
extraordinary care by Congress. 


The basic difficulty cannot ‘be corrected, as 
some commentators have suggested, by having

Congress appropriate funds for campaign ex- 
penses. Three years ago when this issue arose, 
The Post pointed out, that if Congress should 
forbid the giving and spending private funds for 
campaign purposes, those funds would be spent 
in behalf of candidates without ever reaching the 
candidate himself or any committee in his be- 
half.’ Congress has repeatedly tried to limit the 
sums that may be spent in political campaigns. 
Every effort of this sort has proved ineffectual. 
* Organizations forbidden to make campaign 
contributions have simply set up campaign units 
of their own. Of course, they would continue 
to do so if each candidate had a campaign grant 
from the Government. It is no more feasible in 
a free country to prevent people from spending 
money to foster their political beliefs than it 
is to prevent them from talking. 

One other great difficulty, of course, would 
arise in determining what candidates were eli- 
gible for campaign expenses from Congress. With 
such manna from Washington, every politician 
in the land would try to run for office. Nor 
would it be feasible to limit campaign expenses 
to the regular nominees of parties. That would 
discriminate against the South, where the chief 
political contests are within one party. What is 
perhaps even more serious, such grants would 
encourage a splintering of parties te@ take ad- 
vantage of the free campaign money and thus 
break down our two-party system. Congress is 
not likely to embark upon any such futile experi- 
ment, but it will have to maintain extraordinary 
vigilance as long as our system makes it pos- 
sible to place active party fund-raisers into posi- 


tions from which pay-offs could be made.

A General Who Sold U. S. Secrets? 


In the final comprehensive examination of Whittaker Chambers, held last Dec. 28 by Republican 
Congressmen Mundt and Nixon, to prevent President Truman and the incoming Democrats from 
dissipating or suppressing the ex-spy’s story of traitorism, Chambers swore that he had been told 
of the betrayal to Russia of a secret American tank by a general of the American General Staff. 
This testimony, given under oath in an examination held at Chambers’ farm in Maryland, lasted 


almost five hours. 


The Democrats soon took over the committee, 
packed it with lawyers exclusively, and sup- 
pressed the testimony given in the hearing. In 
that phase, Chambers, without corroboration, said 
Philip Rosenbleitt, a New York dentist, told him 
that an American officer made available to the 
Soviets material, meaning technical data, relat- 
ing to the American Christie tank. He said 
Rosenbleitt told him the American General Staff 
officer did this to help Eire on the promise 
that, in return, the Soviets would send two sub- 


marines to land arms on the West Coast of Ire-~ 


land. 


Proceeding with this testimony, we find 
Robert Stripling, then the chief investigator of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, eliciting further information about Rosen- 
bleitt and drawing Chambers out as to the 
reason why he thought the Communist Party 
should be outlawed. 


“Did you ever hear of a man named Gerald 
March Moran?” 


Chambers: “Yes. I heard of him as Mark 
Moran. I assume that it is the same name. 
Shall I tell you about the circumstances 
under which I heard of him? Dr. Rosen- 
bleitt had gone to Russia sometime in 1935 
and hé reappeared in New York in 1937 and 

‘- told me he had come on a special mission, 
that Stalin had recently had a close look at 
the munitions industry in Russia and had 
discovered, to his horror, that there was no 
automatic shell loading machinery, that 
shells were still being loaded by hand by 
women and he wanted to buy shell-loading 
machinery in the United States but he didn’t 
want to buy them at the going price. He 
wanted all kinds of specifications and blue- 
prints thrown in. Dr. Rosenbleitt wanted 
me to give him for this work and other 
work the smartest Communist lawyer I knew 
and also a man who would have access in 
the course of his normal business te patents 
of all kinds. 


“TY started thinking and the man who had 
those qualifications turned out to be the chief 
counsel of the C. I. O., Mr. Lee Pressman. 
(Pressman was a tenacious New Deal bureau- 
erat for years and a member of the Felix Frank- 
furter cult of happy hot dogs, including Com- 
munists, who constituted ane invisible Govern- 
‘ment under both Roosevelt and Truman. He 
is only one of many graduates of Harvard Law 
School who have 1 the Government since 
Roosevelt came to power and his loyalty typi- 
fies that group. Most of our patents are freely 


available to all foreign governments, friend and 
foe alike, at 25 cents each, including helpful 
drawings, but secret military drawings normally 
would be unavailable.) 


“He (Pressman) was a very smart lawyer,” 
Chambers continued, “and he was doing some 
special work for ;’@e Rust brothers, who in- 
vented the cotton sicker, and was dealing with 
other patents. So, I introduced Rosenbleitt to 
Pressman at Sacher’s Restaurant in New York, 
on Madison Avenue between 42d and 4lst 
Streets, which was much favored by Dr. Rosen- 
bleitt. He then took Pressman away. I don’t 
believe I saw Pressman again. But I learned 
that Rosenbleitt had connected Pressman di- 
rectly with Mark Moran with whom he con- 
tinued to work and, I was told, made trips 


“around this country on munitions-buying ex- 


cursions and also in Mexico.” 
“Where is Rosenbleitt now?” 


“I don’t know,” Chambers said. “My 
information is that he is head of the East- 
West Trading Company in Paris, with head- 
quarters in Paris and whose business is 
Soviet espionage all over the world.” 


Karl Mundt, then a Congressman, now a 
Senator, asked Chambers whether he thought it 
would be wise and helpful to outlaw the Com- 
munist Party. Chambers said he was emphati- 
cally in favor of that: 


“There has been spread abroad a notion that 
if you outlaw the party you won’t be able to 
follow its activities and they will go on in the 
dark and nobody sees them. They go in the 
dark where you can’t see them anyway and 
they almost never come to light unless some 
one breaks as Miss (Elizabeth) Bentley did. 
What the party dreads more than death is to be 
outlawed. The reason is simple. The under- 
ground groups and the open party depend very 
strongly on their sympathizers, the people who 
are not actually members but are members in 
good standing in the community, and people 
like Dr. Rosenbleitt, who for years moved 
around in New York and moved rather freely 
and broadly as a practicing dentist. 

“There are plenty of those. Those sympa- 
thizers serve in a number of very important 
ways. They recruit people into their appa- 
ratuses. They lend their names, their positions, 
their homes to the apparatuses. They serve as 
couriers, very often, or they find people who 
will serve as couriers. They very often supply 
considerable sums of money for Communist pur- 
poses. You will find in Lenin’s work a state- 
ment that the one thing the Communist Party 
has to dread above all is outlawing.”

Charles E. Wilson, President of 
the General Electric Company, 
predicted yesterday the Nation’s 
industrial production would be 
rolling along at a high level again 
by the end of 1951. 

Wilson told the Edison Electric 
Institute at Atlantic City he antici- 
pates a slackening of about 15 
percent from the fourth quarter of 
1948 through the second quarter 
of 1950. He gave three reasons 
why he felt it would not be more 
drastic than that: (1) no great 
speculative excesses in such areas 
as inventories and the stock mar- 
ket which featured the 1920, 1929, 
and 1937 setbacks; (2) curtailed 
production, reduced prices and in- 
ventory control are well along in 
some industries; (3) growing Gov- 
ernment expenditures for security 
and _ construction, Government 
support. of farm prices, and the 
anticipated federal deficit should 
cushion the decline.
